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Abstract: 

PROBLEMS TO BE SOLVED: To provide a pastel ink composition for writing 
material which can provide pastel written image without using together with a 
white inorganic pigment of titanium oxide and the like in order to improve the 
hinding power of written letters and to impart pastel toned letters. 
MEANS TO SOLVE THE PROBLEMS: A pastel ink composition for writing 
material characterized by adding white resin particles to the ink composition for 
writing material which consists of a color pigment, a dispersant, and an aqueous 
medium. The resin particles to be used in the present invention are insoluble to the 
aqueous medium and do not form any films. Its particle diameter is 0.1 to 1.0 jxm 
and the refractive index thereof is in the range of 1.4 to 1.6. They are white resin 
particles with comparatively uniform size of particle diameters and generally 
described as plastic pigments. 
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
